NO CHANGE WILL ORDINARILY BE ALLOWED 
AT A SUBSEQUENT EXAMINATION. 

Note 3. — Displaced persons, who have lost their ori- 
ginal Matriculanon Certificate in Pakistan, should obtain 
duplicate certificate from the University concerned. If they 
are unable to obtain the duplicate Matriculation Certih- 
cate from the University they should submit an extract 
from the University Gazette in which their results were 
published showing their date of birth and certified by the 
Registrar or the Headmaster.
